Hit presently one comes, at the thriving 
town of €hnsk, which was in 1gr8 the 
headquarters of Admiral Kalehak in his 
campaign against the Bolsheviks, to the 
frst of the four great Siberian rivers, 
the Trtish, whieh, having: risen far away 
to the south in the hills of westetn Mon- 
golia, is here on its northern path to jom 
the Chi and send jts waters into the 
Arcic Sen. 

To the Obiitself, an even fuller stream, 
we come in eight hovirs more, aid «ee a 
flotilla of steamers moored to its hap, 
But of it more anon, for up it ene yor 
tes tothe Altai, From this paint an- 
ward the eouniry is rougher ond thinly 
inhabited, for much of the land is’ the 
sort Of forest swamp which the people 
call Taiga. . 

Cin exch sule of the railway. track the 
woods have been cut lack to leave an 
open space of fifty to one hundred! yards 
wile, so that sparks or coals from the 
locomotive will not start a contlagra- 
tion. This open, wide grassy belt ts in 
simmer covered with a luxuriant growth 
of till flowers on each side of the line. 
fivirig the effect of what gardeners call 
a “herbaceous border,” with the railroad 
track for the gravel walk between the 
tweet Bower beils. 

Behind stand the pines, with their toll, 
strarht, reddish tronks, contorted liongels, 
nid darkegreen foliage, lienutiful as gre 
thase of the Scottish Highlands. 


THK VRNISEL, GUANDEST OF SINEKIAN 
WIVERS 

After ming hours’ journey through 
this delightful parterre, the traveler: sews 
henenth him ina valley, three hides 
feet deep, the grimlest ofall the Siberian 
rivers, the -Yemset, with the orty of: 
Krasnoyarsk fying on the slope between 
the station and the stream.

This is the finest view of a river from 
a railroad [ can remember to have seen 
hoywhere. The Mississippi at St. Louis 
and the St. Lawrence at Montreal are as 
wide, and may have as preat a volume: 
hut their banks are comparatively low. 
Mere the cous dail of the bold heights 
aod the mighty stream filling the long 
hollow that winds away to the north he- 
tween rocks and thick wewls, ts magniti- 
cert. 

The stream is seen to advantage from 
hath sides, for the track stoops down 
more than a hundred feet to cross the 
valley hy a lofty bridge, and rises again 
asmich on the eastern slope, making a 
wide semicircle, | 
Thirty (hours more bring us: to the 
fourth river at Irkutsk, that capital of 
eastern Stheria for which the contending 
Bolshevik and anti-Bolshevik armies 
fought so long in roi7 dnd ig18, It is 
the Angara, bearing down a tremendons 
torrent of clear green water. from Lake 
Barkal, which the train reaches before 
long. 


HAIKAL, ONE oF TIPE WORLD'S GREAT 
INLAND SEAS 


Lake Baikal is one of the great inland 
seas al the word, nearly as long as Lake 
Supertor, though not so wide, fot in clear 
weather the eye can reach from the one 
shore ta the other, Ip tills a bow-shaper 
(hepresston four hundred miles lary, be- 
tween high mountains dipptng steeply 
Into its waters; and on its cossts there 
are only wordl-cutters and fishermen, 
witha few hunters, 

Till tong past the middle af last cen- 
tury, some while before the Transcont- 
nertil rubroad wos built, there was no 
way fram the west into the lands of the 
Armr River‘aod Manchona except by o 
ferry dertss the lake of some twenty or 
more miles in the summer, or by sledyging 


aver its icy floor in winter, and the 


trivelers of those days loved to describe 
the midnipht drive under j brillant 
rreMi ty, . 

Now the line runs for many tiles 
along ite aouthern shore on a shelf cut 
out of the steep mountain side, high 
above the waves, with frequent tunnels 
through projecting cliffs,

Our paint of departire was the town of 
Novo Nikolaevsk, a mushroom prowth 
of the years since the opening of Trans- 
continental line, for tt stand at the meet- 
ing point of two great lines of tradé— 
that of the Obi, which brings down the 
minerils and the grin and the butter 
from the seath, and that of the railway 
which carries these products enstwatd to 
Irkutsk and beyond to the Pacific, west- 

ward to Russia and Germany. Tt re 
rniinded ineof the new cities in the newest 
jMairts af America, with its hig warehouses: 
rising fast along half-finished rnacdwiys, 
While the untouched prairie, dotted here 
and there with scrab birches, lay just out- 
side the houses, 

It another ten years, had peace contin- 
wd, Novo Nikoluewsk would have be- 
come the mast poprtoits jlace in all Si 
beria. Ty now it may have gone to pieces, 

Steamers lay thick along the river bank ; 
and in ane of these we embarked. ‘The 
cabins were small and rough, but clean; 
the food, scanty and wunappetizing, was 
aufhicient to support bite; and though the 
days were hot with a strong Atgust sum, 
the nights were cool, the dry air of the 
steppe deliciously fresh and invigorating. 

From the deck ome looked over a wirle, 
ambeth plain, the vast dome of heaven 
resting on a level horizon, the ani formity 
of the prospect in all directions broken 
wily by the sweeps and curve: of the

THE GRANDER OF A GREAT RIVER 


Nothing: in natere i yrander than a 
great river. It embodies the irresistible 
“wreneth of the forees of nature and their 
changetul activity, ever the same and vet 
ever different, here with a glassy sirface, 
there awirking with deep eddies, making 
aid unmaking istets, here eating away the 
hank, there piling up sand to enlarge it. 
Ttis older than man, and will cutlive him: 
itis a part of his life, serves him i mat 
ways, but it heeds not his coming or 
ene, 

These great Siberian rivers specially 
impress the imagination, because their 
sources le in unexplored snowy solitiules, 
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and from their middle oonrse in habitable 
linids they descend inte a frozen wilder- 
ness—ferra domilus ncgita—to And their 
ending ian ice-boruned sei. 

We had jitst come from a long voyage

Whether the Altai will ever became the 
motuitain plaverronnd of Asin, as Leslie 
Stephen called the Alps the playground 
of Eurepe, tiay be doubted, for the Al- 
taian landscapes, varied and charming as 
they are, and sternly gram aa is the high 
glacier region, have not the more exqui- 
site charm aml the mort inexhaustible 
variety of the Swiss and Italian Alps. 
But they and the jofty ridges that con- 
tinue the great line of elevation as far as 
the iver Amur are the only Asiatic 
minges in which mountaincering can’ be 
enjoyed as we enjoy it in Europe or as 
Amwricans enjoy it in the Sierra Nevada 
and Rocky Mountnins. 

The Hinlayas are incomparably 
grander, but there the stunmers are wet 
and, intensely hot, and both the heights 
and the vallevs are on a senle toe vast for 
average human powers. To cross one 
single porge like that af the Teesta belaw 
Darjeeling, descending Foon feet. anil 
mounting another 7,000 to the opposite 
edge, is work enough for a long day 
under an Indian sium.

Qhnitting the districts in. enstern Si- 
beria, comparatively small districts, that 
are ft for agriculture, and omitting, alen, 
the larger and more fertile regions along 
the ter Amur, which Kussin acquired 
seventy years ago, there are between the 
Urals and the river Yeniser thousands of 
square miles available either for pasture 
ar for cultivation. 

Into this region there had been flowing, 
mostly from central Russin, om steady 
stream, averaging 100,000 per anmun, of 
industrious peasatts, to wher the gew- 
ernment gave farms.
